Since no proof 
has been found that Jack is dead 
or alive, Mrs. Martin will keep 
faith that the boy is still alive.

JACK ENLISTED in the army 
September 20, 1949, at the age of 
17. He went to Korea soon after 
the war broke out, serving in the 
25th ‘'Tropical Lightning” division. 
While fighting near the 38th par­ 
allel, north of Seoul, Korea, Jack 
disappeared and nothing more has 
been heard since. 
Mrs. Martin asked Paddock Pub­ 
lications to publish the following 
statement in her behalf: 
“No news is good news. This of­ 
ficial notification setting the date 
of his death for the army records 
is not what I have been waiting 
for. I want the true facts about 
my son. Dead or alive, the army 
has to send letters like this out, 
but they keep trying to locate our 
boys. It takes time, more time 
than anyone can imagine..

“AS LONG as the Communists 
are holding our men, I’ll still have 
hope and faith. Miracles do happen 
and I hope th at'the safe return of 
my son to Arlington Heights can 
be one. 
“It is with the hope he will re­ 
turn I am able to live through 
each 
day. 
God 
above is my 
strength and each night when I lay 
down to sleep I ask, ‘Oh God, 
where is my boy?' I hope some day 
He shall answer 
my prayers. I 
want proof one way or the other 
and until that time, I will always 
believe he is alive.”

The new polio prevention pro­ 
gram will cost an additional $26,- 
500,000 next year. This money will 
■ provide for a vastly increased sup- 
I ply of gamma globulin which will 
p r o v i d e temporary protection 
against the paralyzing effects of 
polio. It will also pay for the vac­ 
cine field trials in Feburary—the 
largest controlled vaccine tests 
ever conducted. 
The polio prevention program is 
in addition to the national founda­ 
tion’s three-pronged attack on polio 
based on; I. direct financial aid 
to polio patients; 2. extensive re­ 
search into all aspects of polio; 
3. professional training of techni­ 
cians needed in the polio battle 
and public education of polio pre­ 
cautions. 
Five hundred seventy-seven Cook 
county residents were stricken dur­ 
ing the year. Of that number, 243 
were suburbanites. During 1953, 
I care for polio victims cost the 
I Cook county polio chapter $512,800. 
the greatest amount expended for 
this purpose in the chapter’s his- 
tory. 
The 1954 March of Dimes poster 
boy for Cook county is six-year-old 
Bobby Michiels, who lived in Park 
Ridge before polio struck him, his 
father and mother in September, 
1952. Bobby’s mother died last 
August, and his dad is still in 
Columbus hospital. Bobby and Dr. 
Michiels are among the hundreds 
of victims of previous epidemics 


still being given aid by the Cook 
county polio chapter.

Whether you plan to build a 
new house, panel a 
basement 
recreation room, or simply put 
up a few shelves, 1954 will be a 
year of better buys in lumber. 
Lumber manufacturers are set­ 
ting out to capture 
a 
greater 
share of the home 
remodeling 
and home renovation market in 
order to offset 
an 
anticipated 
drop in new residential building 
from about 1.1 million starts in 
1953 to slightly less than a mill­ 
ion predicted for 1954. 
While home building prospects 
are down slightly, the sale 
of 
home handyman work patterns 
is booming and do-it-yourself ac­ 
tivity is on the upgrade across 
the county. • • * 
RECENT SURVEYS 
indicate 
that in 1952 Americans 
spent 
more than three and one-half 
billion dollars for do-it-yourself 
supplies and tools. That’s’ an av­ 
erage of about $77 per house­ 
hold—$60 of which is reported to 
have been spent for lumber and 
other building materials. 
One step in this direction has 
been the pre-packaging of lum­ 
ber. This means that the manu­ 
facturer cuts the boards to the 
various sizes most popular for 
do-it-yourself work and passes it 
along to the consumer the sav­ 
ings that result from better utili­ 
zation of raw materials. More of 
this type selling can be expected 
in the year ahead.

OVERALL, the lumber market 
should remain relatively stable 
during 1954. 
In total new con­ 
struction activity — which ab­ 
sorbs about two-thirds of 
the 
lumber produced in this country 
—the outlook is for a dollar vol­ 
ume only about two per cent be­ 
low 1953’s record figure of nearly 
35 billion dollars. 
Engineered 
timber 
construc­ 
tion, which takes full advantage 
of the functional nature of*wood, 
has become increasingly popular 
since World War II for schools,

GOOD SPOTTING MEANS BETTER 
CLEANING 
Spotting — th# most important sing la process in good 
cleaning — is an unappreciated art. 
There are so many different kinds of spots (or stains) 
on so many different kinds of fabric, that the problem 
of removing a spot — hence, again, really a stain — 
is essentially one of:

Supreme Court Turns 
Down Damages For 
Legs Severed By Train 


Supreme Court has refused to 
grant a petition for certiorari to 
review a personal injury case in 
which a commuter had sought to 
obtain $250,000 from the North 
Western railway, thus terminat­ 
ing a litigation that has extended 
over four years. 
Last August the United States 
court of appeals refused a peti­ 
tion for re-hearing which had 
been sought by Edward Peter­ 
m ichl 48, of 2609 North Schubert 
at., who lost both legs in at­ 
tempting to board a moving sub­ 
urban train at Maplewood sta­ 
tion Sept. 26, 1949. 
On May 8, 
1952, at the end of the fourth 
trial of the case. Judge William 
J. Campbell had directed a fed­ 
eral court jury to return a ver­ 
dict of not guilty in favor of the 
North Western. 
On June 29 of 
this year, the U. S. court of 
appeals had upheld the federal 
court decision and 
ruled 
that 
Petermichl was guilty of con­ 
tributory negligence as a matter 
of law. 
In the first two trials, juries 
returned verdicts in Petermichl’s 
favor for $32,500 and $25,000 re­ 
spectively, but in 
each 
trial 
found him guilty of contributory 
negligence. 
The third trial re­ 
acted in a hung jury. 
After 
each of the previous trials, Pe- 
termichl’s attorneys 'asked 
for 
new hearings. 
Evidence brought out at the 
trials showed 
that 
Petermichl, 
carrying packages, ran up 
the 
stairs of the station and alongside 
the moving train before boarding. 
In asking $250,000 damages, he 
contended that immediately af­ 
ter boarding, the train suddenly 
acccelerated. 
causing 
him 
to 
swing out to a point where 
a 


viaduct girder over Rockwell st. 
brushed him off the train. 


Safely Council Tells 
How Chains Cut Down 
On Winter Skidding 


Does temperature 
affect 
an 
auto’s stopping ability on ice? 
Yes — and that answer comes 
with authoritative emphasis from 
a group of engineers and auto­ 
motive experts who braved chill 
winds on a frozen Wisconsin lake 
to find answers for the national 
safety council’s committee 
on 
winter driving hazards. 
When the 
temperature 
was 
zero, the average stopping dis- 
! tance on glare ice from 20 m.p.h. 
was 110 feet. 
But at 32 degrees 
—the melting point—it took 250 
feet to stop at the same speed— 
a difference of 140 feet or almost 
a quarter of a block. 
Tire chains are rated as the 
best self-help, with tests proving 


their ability to cut braking dis­ 
tance in half on either snow or 
ice and to increase pulling trac­ 
tion four to seven times. 
Reinforced 
tire 
chains, 
so­ 
called because cross chains are 
reinforced with projecting teeth 
or cleats, are recommended be­ 
cause of their power to resist 
side skids as well as to provide 
stop-and-go traction. 
The committee also tested 25 
different specialized tires of the 
snow-lug or winterized type. The 
conclusion was that while some 
of the tires had advantages un­ 
der 
certain 
conditions, 
their 
overall improvement 
was 
not 
great enough to warrant less care 


I or precaution when driving 
on 
slippery surfaces and their per­ 
formance was far below that of 
chains.

The six county metropolitan area 
was above and remained above 
other areas of the country in many 
aspects of business throughout the 
year.

This to­ 
tal could be compared with a re­ 
vised estimate of the 1952 total

LEADING CATEGORY of manu­ 
facturing was primary metal oper­ 
ations, which includes steel pro­ 
duction .smelting and refining of 
non-ferrous metals, foundry oper­ 
ations, and forge shop operations. 
This industry turned out products 
amounting to $2,910,000,000 in 1953 
compared to $2,380,000,000 in 1952. 
The increase was partially due to 
the steel strike in 1952, 
which 
caused a slump in this industry 
in the middle of that year. How­ 
ever, the 1953 figure represents a 
large increase over the $2,550,000,- 
000 of production recorded in 1951. 
The second largest industry in 
the Chicago area from the stand­ 
point of the value of its products 
was the foods and kindred prod­ 
ucts industry, which had a 1953 
production totaling $2,200,000,000. 
This industry has shown very lit­ 
tle change over the last three 
years in total value of its produc­ 
tion.

NOTABLE in the metal working 
industry was Chicago’s 1953 steel 
production, 
which exceeded 20,- 
000,000 tons for the first time in 
history. Although final figures for 
the year are not yet available, 
steel production is expected to ex­ 
ceed 20,650,000 net tons of steel 
actually produced in the six colin 
ty Metropolitan Area. Chicago is 
now the outstanding steel produc­ 
ing center of the nation, having 
surpassed Pittsburgh’s production 
in 1953. 
Wholesale trade in the Chicago 
area is estimated in 1953 at 17.8 
billion dollars, which compares 
with 17.0 billion dollars which was 
recorded in both 1951 and 1952. 
Retail trade in the Chicago met­ 
ropolitan area is estimated at 6.9 
billion dollars in 1953, which may 
be compared with 6.4 billion dol­ 
lars in 1952 and 6.5 billion dollars 
in 1951.

EMPLOYMENT r e a c h e d the 
highest point ever yet achieved in 
the Chicago area in 1953. Non­ 
agricultural employment is esti­ 
mated at approximately 2,850,000, 
of which approximately 1,100,000 
were estimated to be in manufac­ 
turing. Toward the end of the year 
the manufacturing employment fell 
off slightly, but the total employ­ 
ment, due to the Christmas boom 
of retail-wholesale trade, took up 
the slack so that there was prac­ 
tically no change in the total em­ 
ployment. 
In the construction industry, es­ 
pecially in home building, the Chi­ 
cago area experienced a very ac­ 
tive year, with the prospect of fu­ 
ture 
construction 
being 
bright. 
Building permit valuations for all 
types of construction in 1953 came 
to $696,000,000 as compared with 
$552,000,000 in 1952 for the first ll 
months of each year. For the first 
ll months of 1953, there were 38,-

pared to 32,638 in 1952 and 31,221 
in 1951. 
Industrial construction for th e 
year fell off in the number of units 
started, but actual construction put 
in place was probably close to 
physical volume for 1952, due to 
large projects started in 1952 and 
which were completed in 1953.

Sets Now In Use 


Color television is definitely on 
the way, but it will come in an 
orderly manner without penaliz­ 
ing present or future owners of 
black and white receivers, it was 
declared here today by H. C. 
Bonfig, vice-president and direc­ 
tor of sales for the Zenith Ra­ 
dio Corporation. 
“I can best tell you the sta­ 
tus of color television today by 
telling you what has happened 
in the month just past. The first 
time the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission saw compati­ 
ble color TV demonstrated by 
the industry was in New York 
only five weeks ago. 
At that 
time, only 13 TV manufacturers 
were able to demonstrate sets. 
Out of the 13, only three—Zen­ 
ith, CBS and RCA—used color 
tubes of their own manufacture. 
Every one of the 13 manufac­ 
turers who exhibited had the 
same size tube-one that gave a 
picture under 14 inches,” he said.

BONFIG REVEALED that Zen­ 
ith is producing IOO color tele­ 
vision receivers of the same size 
shown the Commission, and ex­ 
pects to have these sets on dis­ 
play in January.

duce than the average black and 
white receiver.

owners, 
present or prospective, Bonfig 
stated his belief that black and 
white programs, as such, will 
continue to be produced for a 
long time to come. 
He recalled 
that though Technicolor has been 
on the market for more than 20 
years, 70 per cent of all motion 
pictures are still produced in 
black and white. He also noted 
that still camera users buy a 
predominant share of black and 
white films and prints despite 
the availability of color films. 
His greater concern, he said, 
was with the rising costs of com­ 
mercial television. 
He foresaw 
the day soon when 
television 
costs can no longer 
be borne 
wholly by the advertiser, and 
he predicted that this situation 
would hasten the day of sub­ 
scription TV.

Inadequately functioning glands 
as a cause of obesity in children 
is quite a common misconception. 
While it is true that a glandular 
involvement may be responsible in 
certain cases, the excessive intake 
of food and emotional maladjust­ 
ment are most frequently the 
cause of obesity. 
The child who eats and assimi­ 
lates more food than he needs will 
gain weight and, conversely, re­ 
gardless of the cause of obesity, 
loss of weight will result if the 
intake of calories is less than the 
output of energy.

CERTAIN CHILDREN, as they 
approach adolescence, tend to ap-] 
pear overweight as other changes 
in the body occur. With maturity, 
the growth pattern changes with \ 
the increase in growth and devel­ 
opment of the bones and muscles. 
In other children, however, there 
is progressive and excessive over­ 
weight long before the changes of 
adolescence, while some young­ 
sters show marked increase in 
weight at times of emotional crises 
during or after adolescence. These 
children are likely to be unhappy, 
and are probably poorly adjusted 
at home and at school. To these 
children, eating is not a means of 
satisfying hunger in itself, but, in­ 
stead, a principal source of satis­ 
faction in their own environment. 
* * * 
3UCH CHILDREN lack the abil­ 
ity to obtain enjoyment from the 
normal experiences about them. 
They use food excessively as a 
substitute. 
These 
children 
also 
have 
the tendency to exclude 
themselves from the normal ac­ 
tivities of their companions. 
Withholding food is not the solu­ 
tion to the problem, nor are threats 
of punishment or taking away 
privileges. The basic emotional dis­ 
turbances of the child must be 
ferreted out. 
If the child is old enough to 
understand, he can be encouraged 
to grasp the basis for his obesity 
so that he may better cooperate 
with the program of activities de­ 


signed 
to c r e a t e satisfactions 
which substitute that obtained by 
overeating. 
The family should encourage the * 
child to self-reliance and indepen- j 
dence and offer judicious praise 
for improved appearance or skill, 
in some activity. 
While these emotional malad- [ 
justments are being corrected, t 
careful attention must be given to; 
the child’s diet to insure an' ade­ 
quate but low-calory food intake.

creased cost will be about $186,- 
000 per year. 
There will be another reappor­ 
tionment of the

No redistrict­ 
ing of the senatorial districts is 
provided.

New Laws on Brucellosis 
The 1953 Illinois legislature en­ 
acted three important 
laws 
on 
brucellosis. One of them provides 
that all herd owners of dairy or 
breeding cattle shall submit their 
cattle to test upon request by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
that by July I, 1957, all such herd 
owners must be cooperating in an 
eradication plan. The amended law 
permits the ring test for detecting 
brucellosis. The department may 
require all owners in a particular 
county to follow the test 
and 
slaughter plan if it finds that less 
than three per cent of the county’s 
dairy and breeding cattle more# 
than four months of age are in-

THE THIRD LAW on brucellosis 
replaces the so-called boar law 
with a general swine brucellosis 
law. It provides that no person 
shall sell any female swine four 
months of age and over for breed­ 
ing purposes nor sell or offer the 
services of any male swine for 
breeding 
purposes 
unless 
such 
swine are accompanied by an of-: 
ficial brucellosis certificate issued 
by a veterinarian within 60 days i 
of sale or service. 
Swine coming into Illinois must 
be tested within 30 days of entry, 
and Illinois swine to be exhibited 
must be tested within 90 days of 
the show. Reactors must be tagged 
in the left ear and cannot be of­ 
fered for breeding purposes but 
may be sold only for slaughter.

Good Year For 


Hog Producers 


There will be another good year 
for hog producers. 11118 prospect 
is held up by the recent pig crop 
report, and by the outlook for con 
sumer buying power. 
For 1954 as a whole, the market 
supply of hogs will be no more 
than in 1953; maybe less. Here is 
the prospect season by season; 
For the next few weeks market 
supplies will come from the late 
1953 spring pig crop, and that was 
about 12 per cent smaller than for 
the previous year. 
* * * 
FOR THE SIX months, Febru 
ary through July, market supplies 
will be eight to ten per cent less 
than they were a year earlier. This 
expected cutback grows out of the 
farrowed during the past summer 
ant fall. 
Of itslf, the prospective reduc­ 
tion of 8 to 12 per cent in market 
supplies for the next six to eight 
months would raise prices by 12 
to 18 per cent over year earlier 
figures. The price-raising tendency 
of smaller supplies may more than 
offset the effects of any decline in 
consumer buying power.

THE ’54 PIG CROP 
probably 
will be four to six per cent larger 
than that of 1953, and market sup­ 
plies will show a similar moderate 
increase next fall. The govern­ 
ment report showed that farmers 
expected to breed six per cent 
more sows for spring farrowing 
than they did a year ago. If farm­ 
ers save as many pigs per litter 
as the record 6.8 that they savec 
last spring, the increase in tota 
pigs saved would be six per cent. 
Government officials, f i g u r i n g 
more conservatively, suggest that 
the increase will be only four per 
cent. But either four or six per 
cent is a small increase. 
Standing alone, such an increase 
in supplies would tend to reduce 
prices of hogs by six to ten per 
cent. 
Storage stocks of pork are low 
for this time of the year. At the 
beginning of December, pork in 
storage totaled 266 million pounds. 
These stock were 17 per cent less 
than those of a year before, and 
19 per cent less than the average 
for ten years.

THE REDUCED supply of hogs 
in prospect for 1954 will go far 
toward maintaining prices even 
though consumer demand slips a 
little. 
The year 1953 was the best in 
history for the American consum­ 
er. Wages and employment were 
at record high rates. Unemploy­ 
ment, even at the end of the year, 
was only about half of what it 
was back in 1949 and 1950. Big 
spending by government, business, 
and families will provide a high 
level of employment in 1954, and 
this in turn will make a firm de­ 
mand for pork and hogs.

Your Income Tax

The Income Tax filing period 
has begun. Every citizen or resi­ 
dent, whether an adult or minor, 
who had $600 or more gross in­ 
come in 1953 must file. The dates 
of filing 
are 
from 
January 
I 
through March 15, 1954. 
It is wise to file early. At least 
begin the preparation of your re­ 
turn as soon as possible after the 
end of the year. Getting the in­ 
formation together is the big part 
of the job. 
As district director of internal 
revenue for this northern district 
of Illinois, it is a pleasure to an­ 
nounce the employees of. my office 
will again be assigned to certain 
locations to render as much assis­ 
tance to the public as possible for 
filing income tax returns. There 
is no charge for this service.

Sodal Security Tax Rates Go Up Again 


The social security tax rate for 
persons whose work counts to­ 
ward old-age and survivors in­ 
surance increased on the first of 
January, Miss Ellen 
McGuire, 
manager of the 5306 Lawrence 
Avenue social security office, re­ 
minded 
employers, 
employees, 
and self-employed people. 
This scheduled increase in tax 
contribution 
is 
in 
accordance 
I with the 1950 amendments to the 
j social security law, and was en­ 
acted by congress in anticipation 
of future obligations of the pro­ 
gram. 
Employees in jobs covered by 
the law will have 2 per cent in­ 
stead of the present IVz per cent 
deducted from their pay begin­ 
ning with the first of January 
up to earnings of $3600 a year; 
their employers will 
contribute 


an equal amount. 
The new rates will apply to all 
taxable wages paid after Decem­ 
ber 31, 1953, regardless of when 
earned. 
The social security tax for the 
self-employed increased from the 
present 2 Va per cent to 3 per 
cent January I. 
Since the self­ 
employed whose work is covered 
by the law pay their tax just 
once yearly at the time of filing 
their Federal income tax return, 
i they will pay the present 
2V a 
per cent social security tax on 
their 1953 income that counts to­ 
ward social security. 
This will 
be due not later than March 15, 
1954. Their first payments at the 
increased rate of 3 per cent will 
be due March 15, 1955, for the 
calendar year of 1954.
